FREE COINAGE 


Gets a Boost From the Finance 
Committee. 


A B<11 Will Be Reported Favorlnfir a 
16 to 1 Ratio and a Relssne of 
Greenbaolts. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4^Tlie 
finance 
committee of tiie eecate hae agreed to 
report for the tariff bill a substitttte 
providing for the free coinage of silver. 
The Bubstiiute W8S suggested by Sen 
ator Vest and was agreed to by 
majority of one, Senator Jones, of 
Nevada, voting with the dembcrats for 
the substitute, and all the republicans 
present voting 
against it. Senator 
Wolcott, of Colorado, 
was the only 
republican .absentee, 
and he was 
recorded as voting agaiast the substi 
tute. Senator Jones, of Arkansas, the 
only democratic member not present, 
was recorded as voting for it. 


The substitute a^eed to is in the 
exact words of the silver substitute for 
the bond bill, which passed the senate 
on Saturday. It provides for tho- free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 ; 
directs the immediate coinage into 
standard dollars of the silver eeignor- 
age in the treasury accumulated by the 
purchases under the Sherman act; pro- 
hibits the issuance of national bank 
notes of a smaller denomination than 
$10. and directs the secretary of the 
treasiiry to redeem greenbacks aiid 
treasury notes in either gold or silver 
exclusively at the option of the secre- 
tary and to reissue greenbacks. 


TJie meeting of the committee did 
not last to exceed half an hour and was 
devoid of especial feature beyond thé 
offering and adoption of the substitute 
T ^ rëpubliMns brought up the tariff 
bill w d expressed a desire to get it out 
6f committee in some shape. 


When Mr. Vest proposed the silver 
substitute it was remarked that the 
senate had already been through one 
silver fight this s^ion and the opinion 
was expreràed that another contest 
would avail little or nothing. 
When, 
however, the vote was taken and the 
result known the republicans made no 
e£Port to delay the report to the senate. 


Although the result of the final vote' 
on the silver substitute tp th^ tanff 
bill-is in a great deal of doubt, there 
seems to be a very genem opinion that 
the resolution of Senator. Quay will be 
defeated; as,it is asserted that all the 
democrats and all the populists will 
vote against it.

Benjamin Harrison is no longer a can 
didate for the republican nomination 
for the presidency. 


Capt. John K. Gowdy, chairman of 
the republican state central committee, 
called on General Harrison last even- 
ing by invitation, and the ex-president 
handed him the following self-explana- 
tory letter: 
"John K. Gowdy. Indianapolis. Ind,: 


"In view of the resolutions passed by 
the state central committee at its re- 
cent meeting and of the fact that dele- 
gates to the national republican conven- 
tion are soon to be chosen in this state, 
I have concluded that some statement 
from me as to my wishes and purposes 
should now be made to my Indiana 
friends. 


"Hitherto I have declined to speak 
to the public upon the matter, but 
scores of friends to whom I have talked 
and many scores more to whom I have 
written will recogniza this in this ex- 
pression the substance of what I have 
said to them. 


"To everyone who has proposed to 
promote my nomination 1 have said 
•ho.' There never has been an hour 
since I left the white house that I have 
felt a wish to return to it. 


"My Indiana friends have been most 
devoted and faithful, and I am their 
grateful debtor. 
The republican party 
has twice in national convention given 
me its indorsement and that is enough. 
I think the voters of our party are now 
entitled to have a new name. 


"For the sentiment, great or small, 
that has been manifested for my nomi- 
nation, I am grateful; and of that 
wider respect and kindness—^breaking 
party lines—which have been shovrn 
me in so many ways, I am profoundly 
apprehensive. 


"I cannot consent that my name be 
presented to or used in the St. Louis 
convention, and must kindly ask my 
frieiids to accept this as a sincere and 
final expressmn upon the subject. 


"BENJAMIN HARBISON. 


'^IsDiANAPOtis. Ind., Feb. 3,1896." 
Nobody in-Indiana will for a moment 
question the entire sincerity of General 
Harrison's letter. 
Long experience 
with him has taught the . Indiana poli- 
t^ians that he usually means just what 
hp aays,.. Fiwtheirmore; the letter was 
entirely unexpected. Those closest to 
him had feared that "too -muéS'wo^d- 
ing"*'might bring just euch ah éxpres- 
sion from him but even after the "fool", 
resolutions of loyalty passed by the 
state committee last week they con- 
tinued to hope that he mignt quietly 
acquiesce in the use of his name. Now 
that it is released from its allegiance to 
Harrison the question of where the In- 
diana delegation will go is not a great 
problem. If let alone, two thirds if 
not all of it will go to McKinley. 


Allison is almost entirely unknown 
in Indiana and Beed ruined all the 
strength he ever had there by refusing 
when he was implored to make two 
speeches in the state during the cam- 
paign of 1894. The strongest Reed 
sentiment in the state was in the 
Eleventh district, and one of its repre- 
sentatives was sent clear to Portland to 
beg Reed to speak at Peru, but his in- 
vitation was declined. 


McKinley, on the other hand, has 
given his services in every campaign, 
and has dozens of clubs named after 
him in the state. Even had Harrison 
been considered a candidate it would 
have been hard to keep down the Mc- 
Kinley sentiment, particulary in the 
gas belt. The district delegates will be 
chosen March 19 and the four delegates 
at large 01^ May 7. 


When Gen. John C. New was seen 
relative to the letter of Gsneral Harri- 
son he said the letter meant what it 
said. It takes General Harrison, said 
h^, entirely out of consideration as a 
candidate before the St. Louis conven- 
tion. 
General Harrison is not ac- 
customed to fight behind disguises and 
it would be unjust to General Harrison 
to suspect that there is offered any 
opportunity for reading between the 
lines. The letter says what he has said 
to me and others of his friends for a 
year. 
W e had hoped that he might be 
induced to change his mind, but he 
has evidently made up his mind, and 
his declaration should be regarded as 
final." 


"For whom will the vote of the 
Indianapolis delegation probably be 
cast?" 


"1 think that in the great manufac- 
turing districts of the state the senti- 
ment will be for McKinley. 
In some 
parts of Indiana Senator Allison has a 
following that will probably get him 
some delegates. I do not take it that 
Speaker Reed 
will 
develop much 
strength." 


C. W. Fairbanks eaid : "I regret it 
very much. The country would have 
been very much better off with Mr. 
Harrison nominated and elected. In- 
diana would unquestioDably have sent 
a united and enthusiastic delegation 
to St. Louis for Harrison, l>ut with 
Harrison out of the race it is impossi- 
ble at thia time to predict what the 
delegation is likely to do." 


E H. Nebeker, of Covington, said: 
"It does not surpriee me greatly, for I 
have known General Hairison's senti- 
ment to be in line with his letter for a 
long time. It is difBcult to tell whom 
the Indiana delegation ia likely to 
favor at St. Louis. It is just as likely 
BE not to ecattei." 


John K. Gai>)(\y, chairman of the 


republican state committee, said: "I 
am sorry to hear of this letter. It will 
now be a race in this state that will be 
hotly contested. As far as I know, the 
state will be almost evenly divided be- 
tween Allison, Reed and McKinley. 
All three have strong friends in differ- 
ent parts of the state." 


AUGUSTA, Me., Feb. 4 —Hon. Joseph 
H. Manley, in conversfition with an 
Associated Press representative over 
ex-Presideht Harrison's letter, declin- 
ing to permit the uee of his name as a 
presidential candidate, said that he 
could not consistently discues the in- 
fluence of Mr. Harrison's action on the 
prospects of Hon. Thomas B. Reed. 
Mr. Manly adroitly avoided all auc- 
tions having a bearing on the present 
situation, declaring that it would be 
neither prudent nor proper for him to 
say anything about these matters at 
present.

APPORTIQBIENT. 


Indiana Democrats Discuss the 
lavolved 
Situation. 


The >Eenibers of the Slate Central 
Committee Sleet nt Iisdiunnitelis.^» 
Resolutions Adopted. 


INDIANAPOLIS, 
Feb. 5.—The demo- 
cratic state central committee held a 
meeting here yesterday afternoon to 
consider questions arisiog under the 
recent supreme court apportionment 
decision. In opening the meeting the 
chairman said a grfive situation was 
confronting the party, the tupreme 
court having set aside the legislative 
apportionment act of 189.5 and rein- 
stated the law of 18S5, and this was 
now abcut to be attacked in the courts 
by the republicans. 
It was a question, 
he said, if the hold over senators were 
entitled to serve in the coming session 
of the general assembly, and it bad 
bean suggested 
that the democrats 
petition the supreme court for such a 
construction of its opinion as would 
leave no question as io the de jure 
senators, if such there are. The dis- 
cussion thus opeced covered all phases 
of the situation, and it soon developed 
that the meembers of the committee 
were in accord with the governor in his 
determination not to call the legblat- 
ure together in special session, but 
differed radically from him in the 
opinion that the question affecting the 
right of the hold over senators to seats 
in that body should not be brought be- 
fore the courts. It was soon discovered 
to be the sense dl the committee that 
the governov's opinion should not con- 
trol the party, and that under certain 
contingencies the right of the hold over 
senators should ba questioned and the 
courts asked to pass upon it. A resolu- 
tion was finally adopted declaring that, 
if the republicans attack the law of 
1S85, the democrats will at once pro- 
ceed to have the legal status of the 
hold over senators defined, but if the 
republicans acq-iiesce in the decision of 
the court, and thus consent to hold the 
election under the law as it is now con- 
strued, the democràts will not seek to 
disturb the hold over senators.

Call issued for tlie National Conven* 
tion on Slay 27. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 
4.—National 
Chairman Samuel Dickie, of the prohi- 
bition party, has just issued a call for 
the national convention,! which is to 
meet in this city, beginning May 27. 


The basis of representation has been 
fixed by the national committee as fol- 
lows: Each state is entitled to four 
delegates at large. Each is also en- 
titled to twice as many delegates as the 
number of congressmen td which the 
state is entitled. 


Each state may send one additional 
delegate for every 1,000 votes or major 
fraction thereof cast for Bid veil and 
Cranfill in 1892 
Esch territory is en 
titled to two delegates. The District 
of Columbia is entitled to two delegates.

Keep Tab on Him This Month.

Told by William Walde Al>out 
the Grave KobberiS. 


He Says He Was Compelled by Them to 
Tell a Story Which They Made 
I'p and Taught to Him. 


.,The new developments in the al- 
leged grave robbery case are even more 
sensational than the first story. Wil- 
liam Walde, the young 
man who 
claimed to have discovered the ghouls 
at work, has made a new statement, 
which differs very much from the first 
one. 


Prosecutor Doughman and Deputy 
Aiken placed the young man on the 
rack again yesterday in order to get 
more particulars, and the story he told 
them this time was new. He says now 
that his statement of what happened 
inside the cemetery was wrong, but that 
he was forced to tell it that way by the 
threats of the men whom he ran upon. 
His latest story is as follows: 


He says he had passed through thé 
cemetery and discovered the grave 
robbers at the west fence next to the 
creek. They had the body with them. 
When he saw them he started to run 
but they held him up with their 
revolvers. 
They 
compelled him to 
s wear that he would never tell what he 
saw. They asked where he was going 
and s^id they would take him to his 
uncle's house. They forced him to 
walk along with them to the creek 
and then to the road where the 
wsgon was standing. They kept their 
revolvers drawn all the way. They 
took the corpse over the wire fence 
and placed it in the wagon and made 
him get into the wagoii and sit with 
one Of the men on the box. On the 
way to his uncle's house the men. 
made up a stoiy and told him and 
made 
him repeat it until he 
knew it by heart. Then they compelled 
him to swear that he wovild tell the 
s tory as they had given it to him and 
threatened to kill him if he every told 
the truth. The story they made up 
was the one he first told. 
Once, while 
repeating the story to the men in the 
wagon he got it mixed and one of them 
struck him on the head. When hé left 
the wagon they made him take another 
oath that he would never tell anything 
but the story they gave him- 


He now says they did not put the 
body back in the grave and he does 
not know where they got it. 
They 
were outside the cemetery when he 
first saw them. 


The footprints along the creek are 
directly on the route which he says 
was taken by the party as they went to 
the wagon. 


There was a suspicion among some 
that the grave of the late Mrs. Dr. Met- 
calf was the one that had been robbed 
and Joseph Saunders, a brother in-law 
to the deceased, had the grave opened 
yesterday afternoon. It was found to 
have been untouched, a huge stone 
slab resting over t^e casket. Other 
graves are to be opened in order to 
find, if possible, the one that has been 
desecrated.

report for the tariff bill a substitute 
providing for the free coinage of silver. 
The substitute was suggested by Sen- 
ator Vest and was agreed to by a Ere 
majority of one, Senator Jones, of 
Nevada, voting with the democrats for 
the substitute, and all the republicans 
present voting 
against it. Senator 


Wolcott, of Colorado, 
was the only 


republican 
absentee, 
and he was 


recorded as voting against the substi- 
tute. Senator Jones, of Arkansas, the 
only democratic member not present, 
was recorded as voting for it. 


The substitute agreed to is in the 


exict words of the silver substitute for 
the bond bill, which passed the senate 
on Saturday. It provides for the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1; 
directs the immediate coinage into 
standard dollars of the silver ceignor- 
age in the treasury accumulated by the 
purchases under the Sherman act; pro- 
hibits the issuance of national bank 
notes of a smaller denomination than 
$10. and directs the secretary of the 
treasury to redeem greenbacks and 
treasury notes in either gold or silver 
exclusively at the option of the secre- 
tary and to reissue greenbacks. 


The meeting of the committee did 


not last to exceed half an hour nnd WSB 
devoid of especial feature beyond the 
offering and adoption of the substitute 
The republicans brought up the tariff 
bill and expressed a desire to get it out 
of committee in some shape. 


When Mr. Vest proposed the diver 


substitute it was remarked that the 
senate had already been through one 
silver fight this session and the opinion 
was expressed that another contest 
would avail little or nothing. 
When, 


however, the vote was taken and tho 
result known the republicans made no 
effort to delay the report to the senate. 


Although the result of the final vote 


on the silver substitute to the tariff 
bill is in a great deal of doubt, there 
seems to be a very general opinion that 
the resolution of Senator Quay will be 
defeated, as it is asserted that all the 
democrats and all the populists will 
vote against it.
